Canadian frigate off to fight pirates

Canada is deplojdng the 
frigate HMCS Ville de Que¬ 
bec to the coastal region of 
Somalia for the next few 
weeks to fight pirates at¬ 
tacking UN World Food 
Program ships carrying life¬ 
saving supplies to the area. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay said NATO allies 
had asked for help in the 
drought-hit east-African 
country. 


“As a result of the sadly 
despicable acts of piracy 
around ships bringing re¬ 
lief into Somalia, we will... 
support that t 5 ^e of protec¬ 
tion to see that food is de¬ 
livered on time and safely 
to the people of Somalia,” 
the minister said yesterday 
in Halifax. 

He said much of the mis¬ 
sion is deterrence and the 
frigate won’t likely see di¬ 
rect action. 

“Food supplies are ur¬ 
gently needed in Somalia, 
but deteriorating security 


has made 
delivery dif¬ 
ficult by 
land and 
sea,” he 

added.

Black seas for a 5.5-month 
NATO mission. It is expect¬ 
ed to return to Halifax just 
before Christmas. 

More than 2.4 million 
Somalis rely on food aid, of

While pirates 
have launched at least 24 
attacks on vessels off So¬ 
malia’s eastern and north¬ 
ern coasts this year alone, 
to date no escorted WFP 
ships have been targeted. 

Eric Lerhe, a retired com¬ 
modore who is a member 
of Dalhousie University’s 
Centre for Foreign Policy 
Studies, said there is an in¬ 
creased risk to the Canadi¬ 
an sailors, but the naval

Family, friends, supporters gather to draw attention to the unsolved case of Jonathan Reader

They'll walk again tonight 
— on the third anniversary 
of Jonathan Reader's 
death. 

The 19-year-old was 
found unconscious and 
suffering massive head in¬ 
juries at 4:10 a.m. on Aug. 
7, 2005. He was found at 
the corner of Dunbrack 
Street and Radcliffe Drive 
in Halifax, just one kilome¬ 
tre from home. 

He died soon after in the 
hospital. 

Three years later, police 
are still investigating and 
receiving information 
about the case, but there 


have been no arrests. 

On the anniversary, 
friends and family will 
meet at the corner where 
Reader was found for a 
candlelight vigil. 

“I hope the walk will 
bring attention to the large 
impact that (his death) has 
had on his family, our lives 
and the lives of many oth¬ 
ers in the community at 
large. It will play to some 
guilt and some sort of de¬ 
cency for somebody who 
knows something to come 
forward,” David Reader, 
Jonathan’s father, said last 
year. 

“Nothing is going to 
bring Jon back, but it 
would put a lot more peace 
in the world, and in our

house especially, if that 
person was identified and 
brought to justice.” 

Police have pieced to¬ 
gether some of what hap¬ 
pened that night: Reader 
was seen leaving the Pacifi- 
co Bar and Grill on Salter 
Street in Halifax at 1:57 
a.m. Video surveillance 


showed him holding the 
hand of an unidentified 
woman. 

Another security camera 
photographed Reader at 
the Dutch Village Road Es¬ 
so station. He was alone 
when he bought a coffee 
and a bag of chips at 
around 3:20 a.m. It appears 
he was walking to his 
home, about four kilome¬ 
tres from the gas station. 

The province put up a 
$50,000 reward for infor¬ 
mation leading to an arrest 
in the case.

NSP: Move wind 
projects up on list 

POWER Nova Scotia Power 
has asked the province’s 
Utility and Review Board 
for permission to move 
seven new wind projects 
up on its priority list. 

The utility hopes the 
projects, including wind 
farms in Pictou and 
Antigonish counties, Dig- 
by and the Tantramar 
Marsh, will be built by 
2009. Nova Scotia Power 
gets just 60 megawatts of 
power from wind; these 
projects would give it 246 
megawatts.

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Two harbour beaches were 
reopened yesterday after 
concerns of high bacteria 
counts. 

Black Rock Beach and 
the Dingle Tower Beach 
were closed on Sunday as a 
precaution — a day after 
they were officially re¬ 
opened to the public. 

The city shut them down 
because heavy rainfall can 


flush out enough broken- 
down sewage to raise bacte¬ 
ria levels. No labs were open 
over the long weekend to 
confirm the counts. 

But tests showed bacte¬ 
ria levels from samples 
taken on Monday and Tues¬ 
day were well below swim¬ 
ming guidelines, said Pur¬ 
cell’s Gove-Armdale Goun. 
Linda Mosher. 

When asked if the clos¬ 
ing was an embarrassment 
since the beaches were on¬ 
ly opened a day before.

I haven’t been in really 
high vegetated areas ... just 
around the neighbourhood 
and walking the dog,” said 
the Roosevelt Avenue resi¬ 
dent. “It must have been on 
me for a few days because it 
was itchy, painfiil and there 
was a bulls-eye mark” just 
above his waist. 

Okell also visited a local 
walk-in clinic, received an¬ 
tibiotics and the affected 
area is now healing. Blood- 
work has been done to 
check if there are any signs 
of Lyme disease, but Okell 
believes he is in the clear. 

The Truro Daily News al¬ 
so recently spoke with 
Hilden’s Don Hamilton, 
who was bitten by a tick. 
He passed the tick to spe¬ 
cialists and since then it 
has been verified that the 
pest was a carrier for Lyme 
disease, the truro daily news 
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Record-breaking jackpots 
always bring out the skep¬ 
tics.

An estimated 500,000 
tickets were sold in Atlantic 
Canada for the draw last 
night. 

“And 60 per cent of sales 
happen on the draw date,” 
said Tracy Kenney, an At¬ 
lantic Lotteiy Corporation 


spokeswoman. 

At $43 million, it’s the 
largest advertised 6/49 jack¬ 
pot in 26 years. Kenney said 
$54 million was won by a 
bunch of oil workers in Al¬ 
berta in 2005, but it was ad¬ 


vertised lower than that 
and pushed up by last- 
minute ticket sales. 

It took five winless draws 
to get the jackpot this high, 
and Kenney could only 
speculate how high it 


would go if the streak con¬ 
tinues. 

“For example, last week 
it was $36 million and it 
went up to $43 million, so 
we anticipate it will go to 
at least to the high-40s.”

On the eve of the Beijing 
Olympics, Ottawa demon¬ 
strators made a last effort 
yesterday to improve the 
human rights situation in 
China before the games 
begin. 

A handful of protesters 
calling for a free Tibet 
chained themselves to the 
gate of Ottawa’s Chinese 
embassy on St. Patrick St., 
while Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional officials tried to de¬ 
liver petition cards signed 
by Canadians demanding 
that China keep its pre- 
Olympic promise to ad¬ 
dress human rights com¬ 
plaints. 

The Chinese govern¬ 


ment promised to improve 
human rights if they won 
the 2008 Olympics and 


Amnesty is holding them 
to it, said David Kelleher, 
president of Amnesty In¬ 


ternational Canada. 

The campaign was to 
protest the lack of fair tri¬ 
als, media censorship, re¬ 
pression of activists and to 
stop executions, which 
numbered 6,000 in China 
last year. 

Amnesty spokeswoman 
Lindsay Mossman said 
65,000 people across Cana¬ 
da have sent postcards or 
e-mails and signed peti¬ 
tions over the last year, in¬ 
dicating their support for 
Amnesty’s cause. 

Kelleher had requested 
to meet with the Chinese 
ambassador about 10 days 
ago. 

He never heard back, de¬ 
spite a follow up call days 
later. 

The protest ended with¬ 
out any arrests. 


Vancouver torch to 
stay on Canadian soil 


OLYMPICS The Vancouver 
2010 Winter Ol 5 mipics will 
not stage an international 
torch relay to avoid any po¬ 
tential worldwide protests, 
the Games chief John Fur¬ 
long said yesterday. 

“The torch relay will be 
announced at the end of 
this year.

gas and included lan¬ 
guage similar to that in Ivins 
the anthrax letters, ac¬ 



cording to court docu¬ 
ments unsealed yester¬ 
day. The court docu¬ 
ments also said the sci¬ 
entist, Bruce Ivins, had 
a large flask of highly 
purified anthrax spores 
that were found to be 
identical to the anthrax 
used in the attacks. 


An Army scientist who com¬ 
mitted suicide last week 
was solely responsible for 
the 2001 U.S. anthrax at¬ 
tacks that killed five and 
shook a nation reeling from 
the Sept. 11 hijackings, au¬ 
thorities said yesterday. 

Federal court docu¬ 
ments outlined the gov¬ 
ernment’s case against 
U.S. Army researcher 
Bruce Ivins, casting him 
as an anthrax expert beset 
by paranoia who faced 
pressure over a stalled an¬ 
thrax vaccine project. 

Ivins killed himself be¬ 
fore he could be charged 
with committing the let¬ 
ter-borne attacks. 

Ivins’s attorneys main¬ 
tained his innocence, but 
prosecutors said the case 
will be closed. 

“We believed that. 


based on the evidence we 
had collected, we could 
prove his guilt to a jury 
beyond a reasonable 
doubt,” Jeffrey Taylor, U.S. 
Attorney for the District 
of Columbia, told a news 
conference at the Justice 
Department. 

Critics said the case was 
built on circumstantial ev¬ 
idence and cited missteps 


in the nearly 7-year probe, 
including the initial focus 
on another Army scien¬ 
tist, Steven Hatfill, at the 
same biodefence research 
laboratory in Fort Detrick, 
Maryland. Hatfill never 
was charged and the gov¬ 
ernment agreed to pay 
him a nearly $6-million 
settlement.

'We're going to do whatever it takes,' teammates say

Canada’s track and field 
team has been shut out 
from Olympic medals 
since the glory days of 
Donovan Bailey back in 
1996, but the drought 
could end this month. 

That’s because Canada 
has not one — but two — 
runners with authentic 
medal hopes. Both Tyler 
Christopher and Gaiy Reed, 
close friends with similar 
backgrounds, are generally 
perceived to be fast enough 
to possibly make it to the 
podium in Beijing. 

Christopher, of Chilli¬ 
wack, B.C., holds the Cana¬ 
dian record for the 400 me¬ 
tres. Reed, of Victoria, B.C., 
won the silver medal for 
the 800 metres at the 
world championship in 
Japan last year. 

“We’re tough little bas¬ 
tards and we don’t take s-t 


from anybody, and we’re 
climbing our way to the 
top,” Christopher said. 

“It doesn’t matter how 
hard it is. We have a goal 
that’s set in front of us and 
we’re going to do whatever 
it takes to achieve these 
goals.” 

Reed suffered a setback 
on July 26, when he fell 
during a race in England 
and failed to finish. Only a 
week earlier, the 26-year- 
old speedster had won the 
800-metre race at a meet in 
Belgium, recording his 
fastest time of the season 
—1:44.46. 

In Athens four years ago, 
Reed ran out of gas in the 
semi-finals, claiming he 
was mentally exhausted. 
He’s eager to prove he can 
overcome any adversity in 
Beijing. 

“Trust me, nobody in the 
media wants to win a 
medal more than I do, I 
can guarantee that,” Reed 
said recently. “I’m the one

who gets up in the morn¬ 
ing and goes and trains. I 
want it bad.” 

Christopher and Reed 
developed a close bond af¬ 
ter they discovered they 
both grew up in difficult 
circumstances, raised by 
single mothers in near 
poverty. 

“We’ve made it this far, 
against the odds,” Christo¬ 
pher said. “We know we 
can go further now.” 

Christopher, 24, started 


running 15 years ago be¬ 
cause, he said, “my mom 
wanted to put me in some¬ 
thing where I could burn 
off the excess energy I had. 
Next thing you know, I 
started winning races.” 

Christopher left B.C. at 
the age of 17 to pursue 
track in Edmonton, where 
he had access to better fa¬ 
cilities and coaching. 

In his 2004 debut, he 
posted a record-setting 
qualifying time of 45.25, 


but was two weeks past 
the deadline to make the 
Canadian Olympic team — 
which meant he could not 
compete in Athens. 

He’s counting on the ad¬ 
vice and experience of his 
buddy Reed to help him 
flourish in Beijing. 

“Gary won’t let himself 
get mentally exhausted 
this time,” Christopher 
said, “and he promised he 
won’t let me get that way, 
either.” 


Debut a success as Canada beats Argentina

Canada’s debut in 
Ol 5 mipics women’s soccer 
was a success: Canada beat 
Argentina 2-1 yesterday in 
the first competitive event 
of the Beijing Games. 

Goals by Candace Chap¬ 
man in the 27th minute 
and Kara Lang in the 71st 
gave Canada a comfortable 
margin and allowed the 
Canadians to withstand an 
85th minute counter by Ar¬ 
gentina’s Ludmila Manicler. 

“Obviously we didn’t play 
as well as we would have 
liked to but it’s the first 


game of the Ol 5 mipics,” said 
Christine Sinclair. “We 
were a little nervous, a little 
anxious but we always say 
the first game in a tourna¬ 
ment is the hardest to get a 
result in.” 

The game was played in 
stifling heat — with tem¬ 
peratures of about 35C at 
kickoff — strength-sapping 
humidity and under a 
cloud of grey, polluted, 
stagnant air that’s been 
the trademark of the run¬ 
up to the Games. 

“I think (it was a factor) 


just in the sense that you’ll 
start to feel a bit more 
tired earlier on in the 
game than you would in 
another environment,” 
said Lang. “But... it’s some¬ 
thing that both teams have 
to deal with so I don’t 
think it’s necessarily going 
to change the game too 
much or the outcome of 
the game.” 

The win is huge boost 
for Canada’s hopes of qual¬ 
ifying for the quarter-finals 
of the 12-countiy tourna¬ 
ment. There are three four- 


team pools in the tourna¬ 
ment with the top two in 
each pool qualifying for 
the quarter-finals along 
with the two best third- 
place teams. 

Canada faces China on 
Saturday and completes its 
first-round on Tuesday in 
Beijing against Sweden. 

The victoiy did not come 
without a cost, though; 
Melissa Tancredi, a key for¬ 
ward, left after just 41 min¬ 
utes with an apparent left 
ankle injuiy.

As president of the UFC, 
Dana White didn’t feel 
particularly threatened 
from a business 
standpoint last month 
when Affliction staged a 
Pay-Per-View show featur¬ 
ing highly touted Russian 
fighter Fedor Emelianenko 
head-to-head with a UFC 
event. 

“Those guys sell t-shirts 
for a living,” referring to 
Affliction. “Do you know 
how many f**king t-shirts 
you’d have to sell to get $4 
million back,” a reference 
to the price they paid to 
bring Emelianenko to 
North America. 

In a one-on-one inter¬ 
view with Metro, White al¬ 
so discussed UFC 87 this 
weekend, which features 
Canadian Georges St. 
Pierre defending his wel¬ 
terweight title against Jon 
Fitch. White admits St. 
Pierre is in tough against 
Fitch — who has won his 
last eight fights — he gives 
the Canadian his due. 

“I don’t think people re¬ 
alize the fight he’s in this 
weekend,” White said of 
St. Pierre. “Jon Fitch is a 
bad dude, but if George 


can walk through him like 
he has eveiybody else, it’ll 
be impressive.” 

It will be St. Pierre’s first 
bout since defeating Matt 
Serra at UFC 83 in Montre¬ 
al in April, and he isn’t tak¬ 


ing the fight lightly either. 

“He’s a very, very tough 
guy,” said St. Pierre of 
Fitch. “He may be my 
toughest fight yet.” 

Other bouts on the card 
Saturday in Minneapolis 


E include Kenny Florian vs. 
S Roger Huerta, which 
I White suggests “may be 
I the fight of the year,” and 
S football player-turned- 
wrestler turned MMAer 
Brock Lesnar returning to 
the Octagon against Heath 
Herring. 

White also heaped praise 
on Canadian UFC and 
Mixed Martial Arts fans in 
general. 

“When we bought this 
company, it was a no- 
brainer to me that the U.S., 
Mexico and the U.K. would 
all be big fight fans, he 
said. “I never, in a million 
years thought Canada 
would as big as it has been 
for us.” 

On the topic of bringing 
another UFC event back to 
Canada, White knows 
there are still legal hurdles 
in provinces such as On¬ 
tario. 

“We’re working on that,” 
he said. Having seen sever¬ 
al U.S. states come around 
and sanction UFC events 
under his watch, he’s con¬ 
fident the rest of Canada 
will eventually follow suit. 
“We’re going to keep push¬ 
ing, and we’re going to 
open up eveiy province 
here in Canada. We’re 
looking at it like we looked 
at the United States.”

Defending champ Jordan 
Szoke could all but wrap 
up his fifth Parts Canada 
Superbike Championship 
in Shubanacadie this 
weekend. 

But he’ll have to fight 
off second-place Kevin La- 
combe, who nearly died 
on the course years ago 
but has dominated it ever 
since. 

The Szoke/Lacombe 
competition promises to 
be a central storyline as 
the Superbike Champi¬ 
onship prepares for a dou¬ 
bleheader at Atlantic Mo- 
torsport Park, rounds five 
and six out of the seven- 
round national series. 

“I’ve got mixed emo¬ 
tions about the track. It’s 
a fun track as a rider, as a 
racer it’s very stressful 
and tough because it’s 
hard to pass someone 
here,” said Szoke, of 
Brantford, Ont. 

“It’s tight and everyone 
is going pretty much the 
same speed, so it’s really, 
really hard to overtake.” 

Szoke is gunning for his 
third consecutive national 
Superbike title, and the 
fifth overall in his career. 
He comes into the double- 
header 38 points ahead of 
Kevin Lacombe of Granby, 
Que. A win is worth 50 
points. 

But the challenger La¬ 
combe has been wildly 
successful at AMP. He won 
in 2004, 2005 and 2006 to 
go along with a couple 
runner-up finishes. All 
this after a crash ten years 
ago nearly killed him on 
that very track. 

“I went off the track and 
there was a big hill of dirt. 
They were supposed to 
move it but they didn’t ... 
I hit the hill and the bike 
hit me,” he said. 

His heart actually 
stopped twice and he fell 


into a coma. But he’s been 
dominant at the course 
ever since recovering. He 
chalks it up to training 
and familiarizing himself 
with the distinct traits. He 
also says it’s much less 
dangerous after some ren¬ 
ovations. 

“Now it’s safer, they 
moved a wall ... it’s got a 
lot of bumps but the speed 


is slower so I find it really 
safe compared to some 
tracks we went to,” said 
Lacombe. 

Still, he’s got a ways to 
go to catch Szoke, who 
could become the first rid¬ 
er since Steve Crevier in 
the early 1990s to win 
three straight champi¬ 
onships. A fifth win would 
move him within one of 


Crevier’s record of six. 

Now he’s just hoping to 
hold onto his lead over 
the final three races. 

“I’d love to go out there 
and win eveiy race, but as 
you get older you get wis¬ 
er. Our focus at Kawasaki 
is to have the number one 
plate. We’re well on our 
way, we’ve just got to be 
smart,” said Szoke.

Juicy, ripe peaches are one 
of the pleasures of 
summer. Sweet and 
flavourful, peaches 
(nectarines and apricots 
too) are tender fruit that 
are at their best when 
picked ripe and plump. 
This is also when they are 
most fragile. The best 
place to eat these fruits is 
in the orchard, having just 
plucked a sun-ripened 
fruit from the tree. As 
these sweet delicacies do 
not stand up to shipping, 
they are often harvested 
underipe. The sugars stop 
developing as soon as the 
fruit is picked, so try to 
buy as close to the source 
as possible. Ripening firm 
fruit at home will make 
them softer and Juicier, 
but not sweeter. Ontario is 
the largest producer of 
peaches (about 85 per 
cent) and nectarines 
(about 95 per cent), with 


the remaining grown in 
British Columbia's 
Okanogan Valley. The 
Okanogan is noted for its 
apricot crop. 

Warm Peach and 
Blueberry Tarts 
with Custard 

These open-faced tarts 
are best served warm. If us¬ 
ing puff pastiy sheets, just 
thaw and cut each into 6 
equal size squares. Makes 
12 tarts. 

INGREDIENTS: 

Custard: 

• 2 tbsp (30 mL) granulat¬ 
ed sugar 

• 1 tbsp (15 mL) 
cornstarch 

• 2/3 cup (150 mL) milk 

• 1 egg 

• 1/2 tsp (2 mL) vanilla 

Filling: 

• 4 ripe but firm freestone 

• peaches 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) fresh 
blueberries 

• 1 tbsp (15 mL) fresh 
lemon juice 

• 2 tbsp (30 mL) granulat¬ 


ed sugar 

Pastry: 

• 397 g pkg frozen puff 
pastiy, thawed 

• Freshly ground nutmeg 

METHOD: 

Custard: Combine sugar 
and cornstarch in a 2-cup 
(500 mL) glass measure. 
Gradually whisk in milk 
until smooth. Microwave 
at high 1-1/2 to 2 minutes, 
until mixture comes to a 
boil and thickens. Stir at 
least once during cooking. 
In small bowl, lightly beat 
egg. Stir some of hot mix¬ 
ture into egg then whisk 
warmed egg into sauce. Mi¬ 
crowave at medium 20 to 
40 seconds or until thick¬ 
ened. Whisk partway 
through. Whisk in vanilla, 
set aside. 

Preheat oven to 400F 
(200C). Peel peaches, by 
dipping in boiling water 
for 30 seconds; remove 
with a slotted spoon into 
cold water for another 30 
seconds. Remove, slip off 
skin and thinly slice 


peaches. Toss gently with 
blueberries, lemon juice 
and sugar in bowl. 

Roll out half the pastiy 
on a lightly floured surface 
to a 12 X 8 inch (30 x 20 
cm) rectangle. Cut pastry 
into six 4-inch (10 cm) 
squares. Place on parch¬ 
ment paper lined shallow 
rimmed baking sheet, 
spacing apart. Repeat with 


remaining puff pastry, us¬ 
ing 2 baking sheets. 

Spoon fruit mixture in 
centre of pastiy squares. 
Top each with about 2 tsp 
(10 mL) custard and a 
pinch of nutmeg. Bake 20 
minutes or until pastiy is 
puffed and golden. Rotate 
baking sheets partway 
through cooking. Cool 
baking sheets on wire 


racks 5 minutes then gen¬ 
tly loosen tarts to cooling 
racks. Serve warm or at 
room temperature with 
additional custard thinned 
with a little milk and 
warmed in the microwave, 
as needed. 

Tips: 

• Handle fruit gently, as 
they bruise easily. Sort 
fruit and use the softest 
fruit first. Bruised fruit 
spoils quickly and may 
cause other fruit to deteri¬ 
orate. Wash fruit before 
eating, not before storing. 

• Storage: Store at room 
temperature, out of direct 
sunlight. To encourage 
ripening, store peaches in 
a loosely closed paper bag. 
Once ripe, they'll keep in 
the refrigerator for a few 
days but remove before 
serving for the best 
flavour. Fruit is ready 
when it yields to gentle 
pressure.

• one 250 g package low- 
fat cream cheese 


• 2 eggs 

• 2/3 cups vegetable oil 

• 1 cup 2 % milk 

• 1/4 cup freshly squeezed 
lemon juice 

• 1-2 Tbsp lemon rind 

• 1 cup frozen blueberries 
Glaze: 

• 1 Tbsp lemon rind 

• 1/4 cup lemon juice 

• 1 1/2 cups icing sugar 

METHOD: 

Preheat oven to 365°F. 
Grease a 6-large-cup muf¬ 
fin pan or Marty’s Butter¬ 
tart Pan with oil. 

For the muffins, in a 
bowl, whisk together the 
flour, sugar, and baking 
powder. 

Warm a knife in hot wa¬ 
ter, cut the cream cheese 
into julienne strips, and 
then cross-cut into pea-size 
bits. Warm the knife regu¬ 
larly for smooth cuts. Add 
cream cheese to the diy in¬ 
gredients. Break up the 
bits by stirring with the 
head of a whisk.

Dancing to a classical beat 

Halifax-based musician's new album merges genres but always keeps the love

It is going to be a busy 
two weeks for Halifax- 
based Aaron Collier. The 
musician is set to release 
his first solo full-length 
album tomorrow — and 
is getting married next 
weekend. 

So, which is he more 
nervous about? 

“That’s a good ques¬ 
tion,” laughs Collier, who 
is engaged to former Cana¬ 
dian Idol contestant Richie 
Wilcox. “Currently, the re¬ 
lease, but once that is 
over, I am on to the mar¬ 
riage.” 

It seems only fitting the 
classically trained pianist’s 
album of electronic music 
is called Love. 

“I met Ritchie shortly 
before I put out an EP, 
called Islands, and this is a 
more mature take on that.

“I write in my bedroom.

“The songs 
took various forms over 
those two years. Some of 
them were written early 
on, and are in the same 
form they started it. Oth¬ 
ers have been reworked 
four or five times.” 

Collier said the title of 
the album is an umbrella 
that ties the songs togeth¬ 
er. It is not an album of 
love songs or sentimental 


ballads, but is sonically 
lush — a combination of 
his musical education and 
his love of modern elec¬ 
tronic music. 

“My com¬ 
positions 
are rooted 
in dance 
music but 
they don’t 
have the 
same high- 
energy, nev¬ 
er-ending 
tension, ap¬

“They come from my 
love of classical music, and 
my love of subtlety, and 
more delicate matters,” he 
added.

U.S. television shows

Television Council released 
a report titled Happily Nev¬ 
er After that found the 
greatest frequency of refer¬ 
ences to sex outside mar¬ 
riage were during evening 
prime-time viewing hours, 
when children are most 
likely to be watching. 

The council said it was 
not advocating for more 
depictions of married cou¬ 
ples having sex, but it 
would like to see more pos¬ 
itive depictions of matri¬ 
mony. 

“The anti-marriage bias 
in some of these programs 
is so transparent it’s al¬ 
most comical,” said Melis¬ 
sa Henson, a spokes¬ 
woman for the nonprofit 
group. 

Henson singled out a sto- 


lyline in the ABC comedy 
Desperate Housewives, in 
which a husband and wife 
get divorced and then 
reignite their relationship 
by having sex together as 
divorcees — and enjojdng 
it more. 

The group examined all 
scripted prime-time TV 
shows on the major broad¬ 
cast networks for four 
weeks in the fall. 

It found ABC had the 
most references to marital 


sex of any network, but 
many of these were nega¬ 
tive. 

But TV Watch, a coali¬ 
tion that several broadcast 
networks participate in, 
discounted the study’s 
methods and findings. 

“What we’re talking 
about is subjective, and it’s 
subjective for parents de¬ 
pending on their values 
and their kids’ age,” said 
Jim Dyke, executive direc¬ 
tor of TV Watch. REUTERS
